MAYOR HAZARD. 


HE INDULGES IN SOME VERY 
; STRAIGHT TALK. 


Why It Is That He Cannot “Har- 
monize” with Mr. Frankenfield's 
Little Scheme--His Attitude to 
the Council and the Police Com- 
mission. 


The action of the Council, Monday, 
in regard to the Police Commission, 
and the facts brought out in the de- 
bate on the subject, was the general 
talk on the streets yesterday, es- 
pecially that point where President 
Frankenfield intimated that Mayor 
Hazard was the cause of the prevail- 
ing discord, from the fact that he 
would not harmonize with anybody or 
anything. In order to give the public 
the Chief Executive’s side of the af- 
fair, a Tres reporter yesterday called 
on Mr. Hazard, for the purpose of ob- 
taining an interview. 


“T see that the? President of the 


Council, Mr. Frankenfield, in the 
Council yesterday, stated that you 
would not harmonize with anything or 
anybody,’’ suggested the reporter. 

„ram sorry,“ said Mr. Hazard 
“that Mr. Frankenfield should travel 
out of his way to give me a gratuitous 
rags in that manner before the pub- 

0. 

“One would infer from his language 
that you are the cause of the want of 
harmony in that regard,“ was again 
suggested, whereat His Honor replied: 

do not ‘harmonize’ with 
the policy of Mr. Frankenfield 
as. director and 
stockholder of the California 
Bank, sits in the Council. as a mem- 
ber elected by the people to act in 
their interest, and deliberately refuses 
to put the city money where the city 
can obtain interest on the same. In- 
stead of doing his duty as he is sworn 
by law to do,he deliberately votes 

inst any measure looking to a loan 
of the funds of the city, as the law 
directs. While he does that as a mem- 
ber of the Council, as a director of the 
bank he directs that the profits aris- 
ing from the loaning of this money 
shall be distributed among the stock- 
holders, of whom he is one.“ 

“You don’t mean to say that the 
city funds are placed in the Califor- 
nia Bank, and by the bank loaned to 
its patrons, and the profits arising 
therefrom distributed among 
stockholders, of whom the President 
of the Council is one, when the law 
directs that they shall be loaned to 
the highest bidder?“ 

That is what I say, and that is the 
policy with which I don’t harmonize, 
and I don’t intend to harmonize so 
long as this flagrant injustice is per- 
petrated on the public. I called the 
attention of the Council to this matter 
just two months ago today. I desire 
in this connection to call your atten- 
tion to the fact that at this very meet- 
ing of the Council in which, I am 
charged with refusal to harmonize, 
the Council took the preliminary steps 
to procure $1,100, for public im- 
mew in tbe city. treasury,

They not only 
have numerous drying and canning 
factories, but an active, energetic 
Fruit Union, which ships, almost 
daily, a train-load of deciduous fruits 
to Chicago and other large cities, 
where it is auctioned off, and the pay- 
ment made to the grower the same 
evening, by telegraph. San José ships 
daily during the season several car- 
loads of fresh fruit, besides the large 
amount which is canned and dried 
there. 
Under such circumstances as this, 
there is every encouragement for men 
to plant fruit, in the assurance that 
their industry will not be in vain. One 
cannot expect men to go to the labor 
and expense of planting an orchard, 
and patiently wait years for a return,
